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LTHOUGH th Marine Corps 
A role in naval warfare has changed 
since 1775, Marines still consider 
themselves soldiers of the sea. This 
state of mind is a surprising fact be 
cause a majority of the present-day 
Marines have never served aboard ship 
But it is a state of mind, and it will 
exist as long as there are Marines. 
This seafaring attitude can be justi- 
fied, for virtually all that is distinc 
tive of a Marine can be traced to a 
hipboard beginning. His colorful uni- 
form is a subdued version of the origin- 
al Marine uniform authorized by Con 
ress for shipboard wear. The salty 
dioms which flavor Marine speech 
dentify him as a seagoing man, at 
least as far as influences and environ- 
ent are concerned, and his esprit de 
»9ps—the hallmark of every Marine—

In organization, the Continental Ma 
ine Corps was patterned after the 
British Royal Marines. In recent years 
the Marine Corps and the Royal Ma
